PRIMARY AND SECONDARY EDUCATION — EXTENDED SCHOOL
YEAR INNOVATION GRANT

Establishing the Extended School Year Innovation Grant to develop and
implement an extended school year scheduling model in public primary and
secondary schools; requiring the State Department of Education to administer
the Grant to participating public primary or secondary schools to support
certain expenses associated with implementing an extended school year
scheduling model; and requiring the Governor, for each fiscal year through
2035, to include in the annual budget bill an appropriation of $25,000,000 to
the Department for the Grant.

Requiring a petitioner for a recount to select the method for conducting the
recount; limiting the methods from which the selection must be made to
rescanning the ballots using certain vote tabulating equipment, a manual
recount of voter—verifiable paper records, or any other recount method
approved by the State Administrator; and requiring a local board of elections
to preserve and store certain voter—verifiable paper records in a certain manner
and count only voter—verifiable paper records in a manual recount.

Requiring an employer of a delivery employee to reimburse the delivery
employee for mileage in an amount that is at least equal to the most recent
Internal Revenue Service standard mileage rate; and requiring the employer to
post in a conspicuous place where the delivery employee is employed a printed
notice of the provisions of the Act in a form that the Commissioner of Labor
and Industry requires.
